\ The great charter was many times 
confirmed and frequently. violated by 
Henry II. It was confirmed in 
1216, 1217 and 1225; and in its 
final form contained  thirty-sever 
clauses. ae 

The Magna Chatta’ ‘was‘tfiot grant- 
ed without a long and bitter fight. 
On Nov, 20, 1214, the Afthbishop of 
Canterbury and the barons met and 
formulated their demands for the 
recognition of personal rights. On 
January 6, 1215, 
their demands to King John, who de- 
ferred hig answer. On May 19 of 
that year they were censured by 
the Pope for their action. On May 
24 the barons marched to London 
and the king was compelled to yield. 
The formal signing of the great 
document took place in a meadow 
beside the Thames, known as Runa- 
nymede.

Japan holds that the supreme duty 
of every man is to the state, in 
limes of war or peace, and she is 
determined that nothing shal) divide 
the attentions of the people, and 
share with the state the place of 
Supremacy, She does not propose 
to have her young people taught that 
there is a God above the kingdom of 
Japan, or a Being above the Mikado 
of Japan, and that is why she pro- 
poses to rule the Bible and religion 
out of the schools. I have talked 
with various missionaries in Ja- 
‘pan, and the universal opinion seems 
te be that Japan has taken a re- 
actionary step, and that from this 
on it will be much harder to carry 
Cn gospel work in that empire,” 

President Daniells said the whole 
Orient is awake as never before. “In 
olden days 1,0,000 students gathered 
at Nanking for their examinations, 
‘each , occupying a little stall three 
feet wide, five feet long and six 
| feet high, The student sat on a 
board and wrote on another; and 
that was all the furniture in these 
rooins, I saw the grass growing 
knee high through all those great, 
long rows, and thousands of bricks 
are being taken from those stalls and 
built into modern school buildings, 
where a modern system of education 
prevails. 

“Those Oriental peoples know 
how to be Christians as well as any- 
one else in the world, and God 
knows how to make them Chris- 
tians,’’ he continued. ‘While the 
Buddhist looks forward to ‘nervana,’ 
total annihilation, the blessed hope 
which the gospel, places before the 
heathen world. is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ.’
